STUDENTS DISAGREE WITH HIM ON AMNESTY FOR DRAFT EVADERS

On Thursday, January 11th, Agawam High School played host to 
Senator Edward Kennedy when he came to address the student body. 
It was part of his two day visit to western Massachusetts. 

Before the crowded school gymnasium, Senator Kennedy spoke of 
the need for the students to become involved in the issues of today. He 
denounced his generation as being too silent in their youth and urged 
all young people to pressure their leaders into action. He stated that 
the future of our democracy, state and nation rests in the hands of the 
youth. 

The senator then offered the student body five issues on which to 
vote. They included war, employment and unemployment, drugs and 
crime, tax reform and welfare reform, and changing the order of 
priorities in budget spending. On each issue the students were asked to 
express their opinions, by a show of hands, as to how they viewed these 
issues. The results revealed a great deal about how the youth of today 
picture the country.

KENNEDY IN AGAWAM VISIT CALLS FOR YOUTH 
PRESSURE ON GOVERNMENT LEADERS 


On the subject of the Vietnam war, the student body overwhelmingly

indicated that the war was still the number one issue of the times and 
that President Nixon’s latest bombing action was not justified, in their 
opinion. The students also felt more alarmed over the rise of violent 


crimes as opposed to the rise of crimes due to drug abuse. However, 



they indicated, by their vote, that hard drugs are being used more now 
than two years ago. 

Other topics presented to the students included decisions on the 
death penalty, amnesty for draft evaders and opening relations with 
Cuba. The students disagreed with Senator Kennedy on the issue of 
amnesty when they voted that all draft dodgers should be allowed to 
return to the country as long as they served two years in the military 
or worked in youth organizations, hospital volunteer groups etc. The 
opinion expressed by the senator was that all draft evaders deserved 
total amnesty with no requirements for voluntary service. Kennedy 
stated that he hoped America would continue its policy of trying to 
unite differing factions in the country. He was hopeful that at the end 
of the war, the nation would reach out to all those who had suffered 
because of it and help them fit back into society. The blame for the 
war, Kennedy said, should be placed on the heads of the military, 
political and religious leaders and not on the young men. 

The time was then turned to a brief question and answer period for 
the student body. The main question revolved around the future of the 
Democratic party. The senator expressed hope and optimism about its 
future and stated that the reason there were so many internal 
problems was that the party was making some progressive changes. 
Kennedy said that the party was very involved in civil rights and 
broadening the political spectrum. This, he claimed, is upsetting the 
country and is causing a demand for stronger leadership in the party. 

Shortly after, Kennedy concluded his speech and left AHS. He was 
scheduled to make several more stops before leaving western Mass, 
that night.

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State DCA Blames 
Local Housing Board For 

Jeopardizing Elderly Funds 

Since July of 1971 this newspaper has been critical 
of the local Housing Authority’s lack of initiative in 
making progress on further development of additional 
housing for the town’s elderly. 

It’s only response has been an attack on this news¬ 
paper claiming that they have been “ruthlessly 
abused” and that they were subjected to “political 
pressure of the most vicious sort.” 

The fact of the matter is that the authority had to 
find a scapegoat in an attempt to cover up their own 
shortcomings and they chose the editor of this news¬ 
paper and the state Department of Community Affairs 
(DCA). 

In a letter dated December 19, 1972, the local au¬ 
thority protested the DCA decision to build on the 
“Magovern tract” which had previously been selected 
by the local group. 

A letter from the DCA, dated Jan. 4, 1973, placed 
the blame squarely on the shoulders of the local au¬ 
thority. The letter said in part and we quote: 

“Over the past year, your Authority has con¬ 
sistently dragged its feet. If your Authority had 
acted with any sense of the urgency which is re¬ 
ferred to in your recent letter, the project would 
have been under construction by now. This De¬ 
partment has invested substantial time and money 
towards seeing this project get underway. At this 
point, the possibility of funding the project has 
been seriously jeopardized, unless the legislature 
increases the Department’s bonding au¬ 
thorization. 

“Both the taxpayers of the Commonwealth and 
the elderly of Agawam have suffered because of 
the inability of the Agawam Housing Authority 
Board to reach a lasting consensus. We again urge 
the Board to reverse their recent vote and recon¬ 
sider the ‘Magovern Tract’ so that this project 
may begin to make some progress. The names, 
qualifications and proposed fees of two appraisers 
must then be submitted so the project can 
proceed.” 

The local authority has never given a compelling 
reason as to why they are opposed to the “Magovern 
Tract” selected by them on two different occasions and 
why they have selected three different sites for the 
same project. 

Chairman Richard Dudek and members Raymond 
Charest and Alfred St. John are opposed to the 
“Magovern Tract,” although Dudek had previously 
voted for it, then switched his vote for the “Hall 
Tract.” 

The two remaining members, Daniel DiDonato and 
Frank Chriscola, have voted.in favor of the “Ma- 
goven Tract.” 

We believe that the comments by the DCA quoted 
above justifies the position taken by this newspaper in 
regards to the problem of elderly housing. 

Sen. Sisitsky : Rep. Connelly 

Prior to the November election this newspaper in an 
editorial supported the reelection of Senator George 
D. Hammond over Representative Alan D. Sisitsky, 
however the latter prevailed. 

Senator Sisitsky has been appointed by the Pres¬ 
ident of the Senate to serve as chairman of the 
Committee on Public Service, also as vice-chairman of 
both the judiciary and the Committee on State Ad¬ 
ministration. 

We wish him success as we do Representative Ed¬ 
ward W. Connelly who was reelected to a second term 
and appointed to the Committee on Counties. 

Representative Connelly, in the past, has been a reg¬ 
ular contributor of a column to this newspaper and 
starting with our February issue we will also publish a 
column by Senator Sisitsky. 

We are pleased to bring to you, as a public service, 
the information and opinions of the two men who 
represent Agawam and this district in the legislature. 

We believe that what they have to say will be of in¬ 
terest to our readers. 


CONGRESS 
TO REJECT 
NIXON VETO 

Washington, D.C. — The chief 
congressional sponsor of 
legislation for the elderly vetoed 
in October by President Nixon 
said today that “Democrats and 
Republicans in Congress will join 
next year to reject the veto and 
approve once more the Compre¬ 
hensive Older Americans Ser¬ 
vices Bill. 

Congressman John Brademas 
(D.-Ind.), chairman of the House 
subcommittee with jurisdiction 
over the Older Americans Act, 
said “President Nixon’s 
reelection is not a mandate to de¬ 
stroy congressional initiatives for 
America’s elderly, but rather the 
solid Democratic control of the 
House and Senate means a 
mandate for favorable action on 
programs for the aging.” 

In an address here concluding a 
three-day National Forum of 
State Legislatures, Brademas 
said he and Senator Thomas 
Eagleton (D.-Mo.), Senate 
cosponsor of the bill Nixon 
vetoed, would introduce the 
measure again next month. 

The Indiana Democrat pre¬ 
dicted that Congress would also 
again pass two other measures 
Nixon vetoed after Congress 
adjourned: (1) The National In¬ 
stitute of Aging Bill, to support 
research on health problems of 
the elderly, and (2) the Re¬ 
habilitation Bill, to extend the 
Vocational Rehabilitation Act 
and provide new programs for 
the severely disabled, including 
persons with spinal cord injuries 
and serious kidney disease. 

Brademas noted that all three 
of the bills Nixon killed were 
passed unanimously in October 
by Congress. “Not a single 
Congressman, Democrat or Re¬ 
publican voted against these 
measures,” he said. 

In the case of the older Amer¬ 
icans and rehabilitation bills, 
members of my subcommittee 
worked closely for months with 
officials of the Department of 
Health, Education and Welfare 
who must have been as shocked 
by the President’s vetoes as we 
were.” 

Brademas urged the state leg¬ 
islators to indicate to their 
senators and congressmen their 
strong support for “these 
bipartisan efforts to lift the level 
of life for America’s 20 million 
older citizens.” 

He noted that the Nixon Admin¬ 
istration also opposed 
congressional action this year 
that increased social security and 
railroad retirement benefits but 
that Congress prevailed over the 
President. 

“Under our Constitution, the 
President and Congress are 
coequal branches of government. 
We in Congress won our own 
mandate on November 7 and I am 
confident that mandate is in 
support of improved services for 
older Americans and for the re¬ 
habilitation of handicapped 
persons, many of whom are over 
65,” he said. 

The Indiana Democrat also 
called on the state leaders to 
strengthen state-supported 
programs for the elderly. 

He noted that the Older Amer¬ 
icans Services Bill would provide 
increased funds to the states for a 
variety of services for the aging, 
including transportation, nutri¬ 
tion, job training and employ¬ 
ment, housing, pre-retirement 
counseling and senior citizens 
community centers. 

The forum was sponsored by 
the American Association of 
Retired Persons and the National 
Retired Teachers Association. 

In addition to 200 state legis¬ 
lators, a number of state com¬ 
missioners on aging participated 
in the conference, which was held 
at the Statler-Hilton Hotel.

The lack of adequate and appropriate transportation often contributes to the complication of health, 
medical, social and subsistence needs. This reasoning was the major force behind the Agawam Council on 
Aging’s request for Title III funds under the Older Americans Act for the purchase of a mini-bus. The Title 
III grant was approved by the Mass. Executive Office of Elder Affairs, and in September 1972 the Council 
on Aging was able to purchase a Chevrolet eight passenger Sport Van and thus develop a Transportation 
Service for the senior citizens of Agawam. Since September the Senior Bus has been in constant use 
Monday through Friday enabling Seniors to get to doctors, shopping and the Senior Center, etc. The bus 
schedule, based on door to door service follows:
